BILLS THAT FAILED. 


They Were Numerous and Some of 
Them Important. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 5.—A large 
number of important bills failed to receive 
the signature of Mr. Cleveland before the 


expiration of His term at noon yesterday 
oan as a result they fail to become laws 
Most important of these are the sundry 
civil appropriation bill containing river and 
harbor and many other items; the Indian 
appropriation, the agriculture appropria- 
tion bill. The first three received what is 
known as “pocket vetoes,’’ being received 
by the President March 3 and not acted on, 
The deficiency appropriation bill, carrying 
about $10,000,000, failed in conference be- 
tween Senate and House. 

The other bills which failed are as fol- 
lows: 

House bill to set apart a pon of cer- 
tain lands in the State of Washington, 
known as Pacific reserve, as a public park, 
to be known as Washington Park. 

House bill to permit right-of-way through 
public lands for tramways, canals, eto. 
House joint resolution to prevent intro- 
duction and spread of contagious and infec- 
tious diseases in the United States. 

Senate bill to requiré patents to be is- 
sued to land settled under the act to pro- 
vide for settlement of the peninsula of 
Florida, etc. 

House bill relative to delivery of letters 
‘In towns and villages where there is no 
free. delivery. 

Senate bill, No. 3,328, to repeal portions of 
timber culture laws, authorizing the Gal- 
veston & Great Northefn Railway Co. to 
construct a railway through the Indian 
Territory and thirty-five bills of a private 
rang a of them being individual pen- 
sion Ss.

M’KINLEY VERY BUSY. 


His Visitors Numerous and Began 
Calling Early. 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—President Me- 
Kinley was on the move at an early hour 
this morning. He greeted the White House 


Officials at 7:30 o'clock and breakfasted at 8 
with the family party, including his wife, 
mother and other relatives. At 9 o’clock he 
entered the President’s private office to be- 
gin coping with the flood of public business. 

Already croWds of people had begun to 
arrive, clamoring at the main entrance to 
the Executive Mansion for admission. The 
doors were kept closed against the general 
crowd until 10 o'clock, but in the meantime 
a number of callers having special business 
gained admission. 

The first caller was Gen. Cowles of North 
Carolina, who came at 8 o’clock to arrange 
for-a review of the North Carolina dele- 
gates. About 9$:30 o’clock the official vis- 
itors began to put in their appearances. 

Senator Cullom of Illinois was the first 
member of either branch of Congress to 
see the President. He was ushered into the 
President’s office and remained for ten 
minutes. Following him came a number of 
New York Representatives in Congress. 
They talked with Secretary Porter, but did 
not see the Pr ent, as he was busily en- 
gaged. Ex-Representative Hermann of Or- 
egon also joined the Congressional party 
in the Secretary’s office, 

At 10 o’clock six of the members of Mr. 
Cleveland's retiring’ cabinet called in a 
body. The party included Messrs. Carlisle, 
Lamont, Wilson, Herbert, Harmon, Fran- 
cis and Morton. They were shown directly 
to the President and spent a quarter of an 
hour with him. It was a call of courtesy 
and of kindly exchange. 

About 10:30 o’clock Secretary Olney came 
over from the State Departntent. By some 
mischance hé had failed to meet the other 
members of the retiring cabinet when they 
= their formal call in a body upon the 

esident. So somewhat belated he came 
alone to pay his respects. Secretary Porter 
drew him immediately into his office and 
Stated that the President, who had just 


‘gone downstairs to meet some callers in 


the east room, had stopped at the head of 
the corridor for the purpose of greeting the 
Secretary of State. Mr. Olney disclaimed 
any purpose of consuming the President's 
time, but upon being reassured on that 
point by Secretary Porter, he went down- 
stairs to meet the President. 

Senator Sherman, who is to succeed to the 
office of Secretary of State, had given Mr. 
Olney notice that he would not be prepared 
to begin the discharge of his new duties 
until next Monday and, at the request of 
the President, Mr. Olney consented to re- 
main at the head of the State. Department 
until that time. 

Meanwhile the crowds in front of the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion had swelled to thousands, 
They surged up to the portico, surrounding 
the doors in solid masses and extending in 
both directions down the long semi-circular 
driveways to the outer gates. They came 
with bands playing and flags flying. 

One of the first organizations to call was 
that made up of the veterans who served 


with Maj. McKinley in t Twenty-third 
Ohio Volunteer Infantry. he President 
wished to greet his o omrades  per- 


sonally and they filed intd the east roomi, 
Mr. McKinley came from his private apart- 
ments looking sturdy and vigorous, despite 
the strain of esterday. He cordially 
greeted each of the group along the way, 
giving a hearty handshake to each person, 
and stood at the main door of the east 
room while the old soldiers filed by. It was 
a meeting of old friends rather than an offi- 
clal greeting and the President called most 
of the veterans by name.

The Anti®Coercfon Measure Has Been

vorably in the Senate ‘this morning and the 
chances are that it will pass. It is ex- 
pected that it will be called up for passage 
early next week. 

Relative to his bill Mr. Bohart said to

“Several amendments to my bill were sug- 
gested by Gov. Charles P. Johnson. I 
adopted only one of them, making the bill 
apply to registrations as well as elections. 
I differ with Gov. Johnson as to the pen- 
alty for violations of the law. I believe, 
and my bill so provides, that corporations 
violating the law shall suffer forfeiture of 
charter. This is-as it should be. Corpora- 
tions are creatures of the State and the 
State certainly - power to prevent from 
exercising control over the sacred right of 
suffrage by means of their corporate in- 
fluence and power or money. It cannot be 
denied that if all the ten thousand corpo- 
rations would combine to control an elec- 
tin they could sony accomplish their pur- 
pose, his would be a subversion of the 
fundamental principles of free republican 
government and my bill is intended to pre- 
vent such abuses.’

“The recall of the Greek troops from Crete 
would mean the signal for new massacrés on 
a large scale, owing to the fierce fanaticism 
of the Mussulmans, who see they have the’ 
support. of the six great powers since the 
latter covered the Turkish attack on the 
Christians and shelled the victorious Cre- 
tans who were fighting for freedom and the 
cross, and at a moment when the Turks were 
compelled to retire.’’ 

Premier Delyannis, in an interview, is re- 
ported to have reiterated that: the Greek 
troops would not be withdrawn from Crete 
and to have expressed the fear that national 
clamor would compel the Government to in- 
vade Turkey. Greece had not accepted the 
scheme for the autonomy of Crete, which 
had been proposed by the Powers. The Pre- 
mier asked that a plebiscite of the Cretans 
be taken, and said that Greece would pre- 
fer to disappear from the map rather than 
withdraw her forces from Crete in the face 
of threats.

Charles H. Finch Says His Life Was

Attacked John H. Thompson, 


John H. Thompson was stabbed and fa- 
tally wounded Thursday night at 6 o’clock 
by Charles H. Finch, in front of the resi- 
dence of the latter, 2415 Belle Glade avenue.

When they had completed the work and 
asked for the $2.50 agreed upon, they had 
some words with Mrs. Finch, her husband 
being absent at work. Mrs, Finch thought 
$2.50 was too much for the small,load they 
had hauled, but finally told them to return 
at 6 o'clock when her husband would. be 
home. The men‘went away and returned 
at that hour in company with Thompson.

The body of Thompson was removed to 
the Morgue.

The new primary election 


Following is the full text of the bill: 


Section 4796. All primary elections here- 
after held by any political party having 
polled at least one-fourth of the total 


vote cast at the. next preceding general 
election, for the pee of electing can- 
didates for public offices, or for the elec- 
tion of delegates to a party convention 
held for the purpose of nominating can- 
didates for public offices in cities of 300,- 
000 inhabitants or over, shall he held un- 
der and subject to the provisions of this 
act. The Board of Election Commis- 
Sioners in such cities, upon notifica- 
tion of the managing or controlling com- 
mittee of such political party before 
mentione shall cause a notice to be 
pyblished in at least one newspaper rep- 
resenting such political party, at least 
five’ days before the date fixed for the 
holding of such primary election, stat- 
ing the object of the election and giving 
the apn | places and names of the 
judges and clerks of such election. 

Sec. 4796 (a). Any person voting, or of- 
fering to vote, at =~ primary election 
held under the provisions of this act, 
who is not known to the judges thereof 
to be a member of the aay ga party 
holding said election, or who is unwilling 
to declare his affiliation therewith; or 
who has voted at the primary election 
of any opposing party held for the same 
py ose; or who is not qualified to vote

Sec. 4796 (c). Each delegation may sub- 
mit to the Board of Election Commission- 
ers a list of five names for each desig- 
mated polling place, from which lisis it 
shall be the duty of said commissioners 
to select two judges and one clerk to 
act at the ensuing primary election; pro- 
vided, when there are three or more 
delegations not more than one judge or 
clerk shall be selected from any one dele- 


gation. 

Sec. 4796 (d). Each delegation and each 
candidate to be voted on at any primary 
election may, on application to the Board 
of Election Commissioners, have a 
watcher commissioned to enter the polls 
at each voting place, and remain there 
to witness such election from the open- 
ing of the polls till the end of the count. 
Said watcher may challenge any voter 
who is not qualified under the provisions 
of this act to vote at said primary elec- 


tion. 

Sec. 479 (ce). The Board of Election 
Commissioners shall furnish to the 
judges and clerks in each ee place 
one register of the voters for each nre- 
cinct of said district, and shalf-prepare a 
column in such register headed “‘priinary 
election.” In said column the word 
“voted” shall be written opposfte the 
name of anyone who has cast his bal- 
lot. Thg same register shall be used by 
the several political parties holding pri- 
mary elections the same year for the 
same purpose. 

. 4796 (f). All ballots cast atsuch pri- 
mary election shall be printed and de- 
livered by the. Board of BDlection Com- 
missioners, they having full power and 
authority to prescribe the form, sub- 
ject matter and arrangement thereof, 
as provided by law. 6 necessary 
booths and stationery shall also be pro- 
vided by said board. 

Sec. 479 (g). Any number of qualified 
voters of a ward, not less than twenty, 
who will certify in writing that they 
are members of the political party or- 
dering the primary election, may, by pe- 

tition, and by a deposit of $10 for each 

district, have placed upon the ballot a 

delegation selected by them; and any 

citizen posseasing the oo oa of a 
voter, who will in writing file a certifi- 
cate with the Board of ection Com- 
missioners that he is a member of the 

party holding said election, may be- 
come a candidate at such primary elec- 

tion by depositing with the Board of 

Election Commissioners the sum of $10 

for each and every ward in which he 
may be a candidate. 

Sec. 4796 (h). The polls shall be open at 

1 o’clock p. m., and close at 8 o'clock 
Pp. m. upon each day of such election. 

+ Sec. 4796 (i). No judge or clerk shall re- 
ceive more than or his services. 

It shall be the duty of the 
judges and clerks to count the ballots 
at the close of the polls, and certify the 
result in writing to the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners, and, in case any of 
the judges and clerks refuse to sign the 
returns, the Board of Election Com- 
missioners’ certificate of election shall 
give to the candidate or delegate se- 
curing the highest number of votes as 
shown on the face of the returns, and 
these certificates of election shall enti- 
tle the holder to a geat and a voice in 
the temporary organization of the con- 
vention. ; 

Sec. 4796 (k). Theexpenseof holdingsuch 
primary election shall be paid from the 
money deposited with the Board of Dilec- 
tion Commissioners. Should a curpous 
remain, it shall be the duty of sai 
Board of Election Commissioners, within 
thirty days after such primary election, 
to refund said amount to the parties 
depositing same, or their legal repre- 
sentatives, pro rata. 

Sec. 4796 (1). In all primary electionsthe

PLANS OF CIRCUIT JUDGES AND 
,CIVIC COMMITTEE. 


MUST BE ENFORCED. 


LAWS 


. Members of the Board of Equalization 


for 1897 to Be Announced 
Monday. 


Judges of the Circuit Court have been in 
consultation several days on the appoint- 
ment of a Board of Equalization for 1897. 
The Board consists of five members, in- 
cluding Assessor A. H. Frederick, Presi- 
dent. . 

More than uswal interest attaches to the 
composition of the board this year owing 
to the agitation for an equitable assessment 
of values. 

The State Constitution directs that all 
property shall be assessed for taxation at 
its full value. The constitution has. never 
been literally complied with, the usual as- 
sessment being for two-thirds value, meas- 
ured by the earning capacity of the prop- 
erty or what it would bring in Ashe open 


market without a forced sale. “In many 
instances the assessment has been less 
than two-thirds actual value. This has 
been the case noticeably with street rallway 
properties and particularly in the track 
assessments. There have been glaring dis- 
crepancies, however, between assessed val- 
uation and actual value of real estate, due 
largely to false returns by tax dodgers. 

The committee known as the “Equal Tax- 
ation Committee,’’ which demands a re- 
form, awaits with concern the announce- 
ment of the appointmefits. The committee 
will appear before the board to present its 
demands. If they are not heeded, it will 
institute proceedings to enforce the pro- 
visions of the constitution. 

A suit on this line was filed against As- 
sessor Frederick some time ago by John 
J.. McCann and others, representatives of 
the Single Tax League. It was alleged that 
the district assessors and board were re- 
miss in their assessments and were dlis- 
criminating, om pga in favor of street 
railway companies. he annulment of the 
assessments of 1895 and 1896 was asked. The 
suit also asked that the board be. com- 
nelied to assess property at its full value. 

The Circuit Judges have selected the four 
members of the board, but will not make 
the appointments public until next Mon- 
day morning. They state they wish to be 
sure the appointees will accept. 

In connection with the appointments, one 
of the Circuit Judges said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter: 

The Constitution provides that property 
shall be assessed at its full value. As to 
what that means, opinions differ. Some 
insist that the full value is what the prop- 
erty would bring at forced sale. 

“At presént St. Louis is paying two-fifths 
of the taxes collected in the State and the 
assessed value of St. Louis-preperty is from 
two to three times as great as that in 
the rest of the State.’’ 

The four membérs appointed by the Cir- 
cuit Court draw $5 a day during their 
sittings.
